Edmund G. (Jerry) Brown — has not 
discussed fees, according ‘to board 
members.

The board of governors is now 
looking for a replacement for Dr. 
Brossman who will be leaving his 
post Dec. 31. 


The criteria chosen by the board 
for the new chancellor are the 
following: ‘‘Ability-to serve as the 
chief administrative officer of the 
board of governors, to act as 
statewide spokesperson for the Cali- 
fornia Community Colleges and to 
work cooperatively with local com- 
munity college districts, the state 
legislature, othér governmental a- 
gencies and educational organiza- 
tions. Doctorate or its equivalent is 
desirable. Substantial administrative 
experience required. Experience in 
the field of education is desirable.’’ 

Dr. Brossman became chancellor 
of the community college system in 
1968. Since then, the system has 
grown from 500,000 students on 60 
campuses to 1.3 million students 
enrolled in 104 campuses. 

In moving to accept Dr. Bross- 
man’s resignation, Mr. Durkee said 
“His many accomplishments have 
indeed brought honor to our system, 
benefits to those persons who 
administer and who instruct in our 
colleges, and unparalleled opportun- 
ities to all who attend them.’’ 

Since his resignation, Dr. Bross- 
man has accepted a position with the 
San Diego Community College dis- 
trict.

Enabler program aids handicapped students 


To the Editor: . 

Hartnell College is prepared to serve the 
handicapped student. The Enabler/Counselor 
position has been developed to offer special 
counseling and to provide special services for 
students who are handicapped at Hartnell. 

Below are some of the services that can be 
provided for the blind student, orthopedically 
disabled, the deaf and hard of hearing, and all 
other students who are physically handicapped 
and need these services. : 

(Note Takers: students who take good notes 
might be asked (with instructors’ permission) to 
copy those notes on carbon or Xerox for those who 
are unable to take notes in class. 

ClTape Recorders: are provided for the student 
ona loan basis to record lectures and listen to 
“talking books’’ (books recorded on tape). 

ClReaders: Notes, books, printed material read 
to blind students or recorded on tape. 

CHelp in Taking Exams: with permission of 
instructor tests given orally and recorded by 
another individual so that students unable to read 
printed matter or write normally may be graded 
objectively. 

(Print Magnifiers: close circuit TV enlarges 
text print for visually impaired student with - 
residual vision. 

OLarge Print Books: for visually impaired, 
available through community agencies. 

CTalking Books: books recorded.verbatum on 
tape, available through community agencies. 

(Campus Orientation: blind and wheelchair 
bound students oriented to campus; location of 
classes, restrooms, or cafeteria. i 

OMobility Assistance: student helped to get 
from one location to anether when unable to get 
around by own self. Electric cart may be used, or

CTransportation:we hope to have a van with a 
lift on it to transport students to school from the 
community. The Enabler also acts as a liaison with 
community agencies handling transportation for 
disabled individuals. 

Special Parking Areas: areas set aside for 
handicapped persons only (marked yellow) 
students must have special parking permit issued 
by Enabler/Counselor on determination of need. 
Student must have mobility restrictions due to 
medical condition. 

Ciinterpreter: specially trained aides who can 
communicate with.persons who are deaf to help 
them ’get along in a world of sound. 

Special Counseling: the Enabler/Counselor is 
trained to do personal, vocational, and academic 
counseling with the disabled. Handicapped 
students with specialized counseling problems are 
assigned to the Enabler/Counselor. 

ClLiaison with Faculty: the Enabler/Counselor 
is here to help the instructor and student to work 
together so that the student with a disability caaan 
learn the same things as the non-handicapped. 

The handicapped, however, must use 
technological devices and other aides such as 
trained persons or new skills to make it in the 
college world. They have been faced with physical 
barriers and social neglect or rejection which has 
kept them from participating in school. 

The Enabler/Counselor is here to help the 
handicapped to become regular college students 
and to help the instructors to deal with the student

Newly hired Planetarium Director David 
Aguilar plans to bring programs to the community 
“that they never dreamed possible,’ in a 
planetarium. 

The planetarium, which has been closed since 
last year, is scheduled to open sometime in 
December .with the program ‘‘Star of Bethle- 
hem.’’ ; 

Other tentative events include: a_ cultural 
program of American Indians and their myths, 
humor and folklore; a story on Mars; a show on 
whales; and possibly-a play produced by Cabrillo 
College called ‘‘Nightfall,’’ by Isaac Asimov. 

Aguilar’s duties will include planning and 
delivering planetarium programs for the commun- 
ity and local schools and revitalization of the 
planetarium. 

Aguilar feels the planetarium equipment is 
adequate, but he is presently involved in

improving the electronic sound and projection 
systems. 

In August a report on the planetarium was done 
by Thomas M. Gates, director of the Space 
Science Center at Foothill - De Anza colleges. 

Gates recommended that some slide projectors 
should be replaced and the control console should 
be expanded. 

Gates also said there was a need for technical 
support in electrical, mechanical and carpentry 
technology as well as graphic and clerical help. 
Aguilar is currently repairing the electronic sound 
and projection systems. 

Aguilar feels the planetarium has fallen behind 
the times because it was built in 1963 -when 
planetariums were thought to be learning devices. 

Now Aguilar says they are considered theaters. 

Aguilar has.a bachelor’s degree in marine 
biology and is working toward a master’s in 
astronomy. He is also a competent telescope 
maker.

But when he did go before 
the board, he was told that he would-be put on 
parole if he attended a college, with periodic visits 
from his parole officer. 


Freitas was surprised and overjoyed. 
_ “It felt weird to be in jail, and not playing 
football,’’ he told the parole board, ‘‘and | guess 
Mr. Uselton had to know some very important 
peole to get me where | am today.’”’ 

The provisions that the board set up were not 
too difficult--attend Hartnell, and be involved in 


~ some way in the athletic program. 


A year later, and now off parole, Freitas says 


- that he is grateful for the opportunity, and that, 


after Soledad, the gridiron is not as important as 
he used. to think. 

Now married, he tives close to Hartnell, and is 
busily involved with the curriculum. 


Freitas is not« the ‘monster’ “that he is 
portrayed i in the press. Rather; the soft-spoken big 
man gives the impression of a gentle giant, not a 
quarterback-hungry maniac. 

In tact, he would much rather play offense. His 
play in the Ohlone game was exceptional for one 
who had been ‘thrown into the job following Ed 
Richards’ knee injury. 

“On defense,’’ he says, ‘‘you just want to get 
the hell out of there in a day game. it’s not so bad 
in a night game when it’s cooler.
